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Grayling motocross racer competes at Ford Field

A Grayling Motocross racer 
won the luck of the draw to race 
in the “Lion’s Den,” marking a 
milestone in his young career. 

Sam Davis, age 8, was one of 
15 youngsters from across North 
America who were selected to 
compete in the KTM Junior 
Supercross Challenge, held as 
part of the Detroit Motocross at 
Ford Field, on April 12. Ford 
Field is the home of the Detroit 
Lions. 

Davis won a lottery draw to 
compete in the race for 7 and 8- 
year-old' motorcyclists. He 
applied to take part in the event 
last fall, and had to submit an 
extensive resume that included 
his height, weight, riding experi- 
ence and reports from doctors. 

The KTM Junior Challenge 


_was sandwiched between main 


events during the Detroit 
Motocross. 

“He rode the same track as the 
big guys in front of thousands 
and thousands of people, so it 
‘was quite an experience,” said 
Chris Davis, Sam’s mother. 

Sam took a spill on his bike 
going into the first turn of the 
race, but raced hard enough to 
finish fifth in the event, which 
included riders from across the 
United States and Canada,

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City of Grayling taps residents for stormwater rain garden redo

City of Grayling officials are 
starting an adopt-a-rain garden 
program in an effort to beautify 
the community and help. protect 
the water quality of the AuSable 
River. 

City officials are encouraging 
residents on the south side of the 
community, where 86 rain gar- 
dens were created as part of the 
city’s stormwater project, to vol- 
unteer to help maintain and 
beautify the areas. 

Rain gardens were created to 
allow stormwater that flows off 
the city streets to naturally filter 
back into the groundwater, 
thereby keeping pollutants out 
of the AuSable River. 

The city received a $758,000 
grant through the state’s Clean 
Michigan Initiative program, 
which was administered by the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality. 
Additional funding for the $1 
million stormwater project came 
from numerous Trout 
Unlimited, conservation and 
angler organizations. 

The rain gardens were created 
two-years ago, and were initial- 
ly planted with native plants and 
flowers. 

But, due to drought conditions

City of Grayling officials 
vowed to improve communica- 
tions and implement new poli- 
cies regarding the maintenance 


of the Elmwood Cemetery, after’ 


a mass cleaning around grave 
sites resulted in items thrown 
away. 

The cleaning snafu, which 
occurred last month, caused 
mementos and keepsakes, 
placed by families whose loved 
ones are laid to rest in the 
Elmwood Cemetery, to be 
thrown in the dumpster by City 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) employees. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said that DPW employ- 
ees were asked to progressively 
clean up the cemetery over a 
course of several days or weeks, 
so that the city did not have to 
scramble to prepare the ceme- 
tery in time for Memorial Day. 
ceremonies. Instead, Thayer 
said the employees did a clean- 
sweep of the cemetery on 
Tuesday, April 22, removing 
items that had been placed on 
the graves of loved ones last fall 
for the holidays, and some items 
that were just placed on the

incumbents 
win school 
board seats

Two incumbents on the 
Crawford AuSable School 
Board of Education retained 
their seats in the regular school 
election held last week. 

Incumbent Sandra Enos 
received 211 votes, over chal- 
lenger Richard Febey who had 
200 votes cast in his favor, for a 
four-year seat on the school 
board, 
Enos was appointed to the 
board in November to fill out the 
seat vacated by Judith Gorski, a 
Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education trustee and a retired 
Grayling High Schoot principal, 
who resigned from the board 
due to family health issues, 

In the other contested race for 
the school board, incumbent 
Jane Lange, the current school 
board secretary, won a two-year 
seat on the board with 220 votes. 

Lange was elected to the 
school board in 2004, and is fin- 
ishing her first four-year term. 

Dave Shriver received 142 
votes, while Tony Thomson 
trailed the field with 38 votes 
cast in his favor. 

Just 411 voters, or 4 percent 
of the 11,500 registered voters

A Grayling attorney has filed 
to run for the Crawford County 
Prosecutor’s office this fall. 

Everette “Trey” Ayers, HI is 
running as a Republican candi- 
date for the Crawford County 
Prosecutor’s office, which is 
being vacated by longtime 
Prosecutor John Huss. Huss is 
retiring after the end of the year 
and is not seeking re-election. 

Ayers was born and raised in 
South Carolina and has lived in 
Michigan since 1998. He and his 
wife, Karen (Schlehuber), a 
Crawford County resident of 39 
years, have been married for two 
years and have five children 
between them. Ayers is a 
Grayling Rotarian and a member 
of the Grayling Youth Booster 


Club, Karen sits on the board of 
the Youth Booster Club. Both are © 


actively involved in many aspects 
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of our community. 

Ayers began his career as a law 
enforcement officer. He then 
decided to return to school with 
the intent of becoming a lawyer. 


He received his bachelor’s degree _ 


from Coastal Carolina University 
and graduated from Michigan 
State University Detroit College 
of Law “Summa Cum Laude.” 
During law school, he clerked for 
a Lansing firm and then served as 


an intern in the governor's office | 


with Governor John Engler's 
criminal justice policy advisor. 
Ayers was a member of the King 
Scholars and received the Ralph 
M. Freeman Award for civility 
and professionalism from the 
United States District Court for 
the Eastern District of Michigan, 
He also received jurisprudence 
in evidence, 
transactions, estates and future 
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interest. After law school, Ayers 
clerked in Grayling for the 46th 
Circuit Court before entering pri- 
vate practice. 

In 2004, Ayers began working 
for Carey and  Jaskowski, 
PL.L.C., where he was assigned 
to the court appointed criminal 
contract. He served in that posi- 
tion for three years, handling 
hundreds of felony cases and 
numerous neglect and abuse 
cases in Crawford, Kalkaska, 
Roscommon and Otsego coun- 
ties. He is currently employed 
with Bloomquist and Associates, 
P.L.L.C., where he continues to . 
serve aS guardian (representa- 
tive) for the children of Crawford 
County in neglect and abuse 
cases, while privately practicing 
criminal and civil law. 

As president of the 46th 
Circuit Bar Association, Ayers 
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Rveretic Ayers, III 


helped institute a pro bono (free) 
divorce clinic. This clinic runs in 
conjunction with River House 
Shelter and Legal Aid under the 
direction of 46th Circuit Court 
Judge Janet M. Allen. The clinic 
provides free divorce advice to 


_the citizens of Crawford County 


that cannot’ otherwise afford to 
pay for an attorney. Numefous 
local attorneys graciously volun- 
teer their time to help with the 
clinic, 

Ayers’ goal as prosecutor is to 
bring a “common — sense 
approach” to the prosecutor’s 
Office. 

“As the chief law enforcement 
officer of the county, a prosecu- 
tor has a responsibility to decide 
what charges, if any, are to be 
pursued and to investigate and 
determine if the offense along 
with the evidence meets the crite- 
ria to bring charges,” Ayers said. 
“Not every case is the same and 
each needs to be reviewed with a 
fresh perspective.” 

If elected, Ayers said he will be 
tough on ‘crime with a common 
sense approach. He said his 
experience as both a defense 
attorney and a former law 
enforcement officer give him a 
fresh perspective that will have a 
positive impact for all of our res- 
idents. 

If elected, Ayers plans on hav- 
ing an open door policy and 
believes the public needs to have 
access to the prosecutor. 

Ayers said he will work close- 
ly with all law enforcement in 
our county. 

“Our officers work very hard 
and we need to work together to 
make Crawford County a safe 
place to live,” Ayers said. 
“Complacency can be costly and 
simple investigation will reveal 
the strength or weakness of a 
case.” 

Ayers said he will save the 
county money by increasing effi- 
ciency and will have only neces- 
sary trials. 

“The prosecutor has the ability 
to make a significant impact on 
the community, and if elected, I 
will maintain contact with the 
Crawford County residents,” he 
said. 

Ayers believes all elected offi- 
clals have a duty to listen to the 
voices of the community and 
should not turn a deaf ear to 
those they serve, He has long 
term goals in Crawford County 
and wants to hold the office for 
as long as the people will allow 
him to represent them.

and the overgrowth of weeds, 
city officials and residents are 
not pleased with the aesthetics of 
the rain gardens.

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I SEE BY THE PAPER that Congress 
is considering changing the metal con- 
tent of the penny and nickel to save 
money. 

Skyrocketing values of copper, nickel 
and zinc, the metals that go into minting 
American coins, make the penny and 
nickel worth way more than their trade 
value. 

According to the US Mint, the penny 
now costs 1.26 cents to manufacture, and 
the nickel costs 7.7 cents to create. 

The penny consists of 97.5 percent 
zinc and 2.5 percent copper, and both 
metals cost three or four times as much 
as they did a few years ago. 

The nickel contains 75 percent copper 
and 25 percent nickel. 

I always considered the penny as a 
copper coin, but in reality the penny has 
a very small amount of copper, while the 
nickel is three-quarters copper. Maybe 
the nickel should be called a copper, and 
the penny a zincer. We live and learn, if 
we read the newspaper. 

Today’s high cost of coinage, the Mint

New minting could cost less, save money 
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tells us, is still less than last year when it 
cost 1.67 cents to make a penny and 
almost a dime to make a nickel. 

Changing the metal content of these 
two coins to include more steel would 
save taxpayers about $100 million a 
year, according to published estimates. 

Dimes and quarters both cost less to 
produce than their face values, so both 
appear safe so far. The Mint reports the 
dime costs a little over four cents to 
make, and the quarter costs less than ten 
cents, 

The dollar coin — which somehow 
never seems to find favor with the 
American public ~ is a real bargain at 
about 16 cents to produce. 

] remember during World War II, the 
familiar brown penny disappeared, 
replaced with a new dull white wartime 
penny to divert special metals to the war 
effort. 


According to an Associated Press — 


story on the cost of coins, the World War 
Il substitute penny was steel, but my 
memory is of a lead penny, which when 
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dropped on a hard surface would fall 
with a dull thud. 

After World War II, the familiar Abe 
Lincoln brown penny returned.

] SEE BY THE PAPER the recent 
Indiana presidential primary had a few 
glitches because of voter ID require- 
ments. 

According to an Associated Press 
report, some students from colleges 
throughout the state were denied ballots 
because they couldn't produce proper 
state or federal photo identification. 

The AP also told of trouble for a 
woman with a college-issued ID and an 
out-of-state driving license, and a newly- 
married woman whose driving license 
name did not match the name on her 
voter registration card. Both were reject- 
ed. 

What caught my eye especially, how- 
ever, was the plight of about a dozen 
nuns, denied ballots by a poll worker fel- 
low nun from the same convent because 
they couldn’t produce proper identifica- 


tion. 

The nuns were all in their 80s or 90s 
and personally known to the poll worker, 
but that wasn’t good enough. They did- 
n’t have photo ID cards. None drives. 
One had an outdated passport. 

“Some of these ladies don’t walk well. 
They’re in wheelchairs or on walkers or 
electric carts,” said their poll-working 
colleague, who promised the convent 
would make a “very concerted effort” to 
get things in order so the nuns can vote 
in November. 

The law is the law, of course, and elec- 
tions should be squeaky clean. 
Application of the law also should be 
reasonable. Was it reasonable in the 
Indiana primary?

Nay: but by 
the law of faith.” (Rom. 3:27). We 
are not saved by the works of the

law, but by the law of faith. 
“t4For sin shall not have domin- 
ion over you: for ye are not under 
the law, but under grace.” (Rom. 
6:14). “17Now the Lord is that 
Spirit: and where the Spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty.”

3:17). The Spirit of the Lord leads 
us in liberty, not through law. 
Does this leadership of the 
Holy Spirit above refer only to 
those who have received a special 
work of Grace or only to a special 
group of spiritual, mature 
Christians? The Bible says all 
Christians have the Holy Spirit. 
One is not a Christian until one is 
born-again of the Spirit. As Jesus 
said in John 3:6,7: “That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit. Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again.” All 
Christians are baptized by the 
Holy Spirit into the body of 
Christ. “13For by one Spirit are 
we all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether we be bond or free; and 
have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit.” (1 Cor. 12:13). The 
Holy Spirit indwells the body of 
every Christian according to 1 
Cor 6:19: “!9What? know ye

Arlene Halstead, whose hus- 
band Claude Halstead, and 
grandsons David Baker and 
Joshua Halstead, a U.S. Marine, 
are laid to rest in the cemetery, 
noticed city employees loading 
items in the cemetery onto a 
truck, and questioned them about 
what they were doing. 

* “1 wasn’t very happy when I 
saw that truck - it was loaded,” 
said Halstead, who said she is 
Missing flower stands and 
wreaths for her grave sites. “It 
was just full of beautiful flowers 
that people must have just put at 
the cemetery.” 

i Nancy Cox, whose husband, 
William Cox, a Korean War vet- 
eran, is buried in the cemetery, 
said her family lost a custom- 
made wooden cross, and a 
grapevine wreath decorated in 
red, white and blue, from their 
prave site. | 

ti “I don’t know where the mix- 
up was, but you just don’t go in 
and take things off people’s 
graves like that, especially a 
cross,” Cox said. 

Dorothy Denton, whose father 
Joseph Kolka served in the Polar 
Bear Division in World War I, 
said flowers and wreath holders 
were missing from his grave site 
area as well. Denton said that she 
has been visiting the cemetery 
for over six decades, and has 
never had an issue. 

Denton said that the missing 
items have placed unnecessary 
hardships on families, who are 
already dealing with the strug- 
gling economy as they prepare 
for Memorial Day. 

“A lot of people in this town 
don’t have money to put stuff 
back out on those graves,” 
Denton said. “I’m just so upset 
with the whole thing.”

Grayling Mayor Larry Akers 
apologized to the people who 
attended the city council meeting 
and ensured them that the error 
would not take place again. 

Thayer has taken the blame for 
the misunderstanding, since the 
city employees are under his 
direction. He said that some of 
the items were placed on the 
graves before mounds of snow 
had melted at the entrance to the 
cemetery. . 

“We do regret what took place, 
and we will be sure that nothing 
like this ever happens again in 
the future,” Thayer said. 

Last year, Camp Lehman, a 
prison located on Hartwick Pines 
Road, terminated its public 
works contract with the City of 
Grayling, due to a debate over 
when prison crew supervisors 
should pay city income tax while 
working in the city. City officials 
demanded that prison employees 
pay income tax for the time they 
spent supervising prisoners 
working for the city. The conflict 
resulted in prisoners no longer 


maintaining the Elmwood 
Cemetery. 

Shortly after the contract was 
terminated, the Michigan 


Department of Corrections ended 
its public works program for ali 
municipalities, citing the state’s 
budget woes. 

Thayer said that state lawmak- 
ers are currently discussing 
reviving the prisoner's public 
works program. 

Halstead said there were never 
any issues with the Elmwood 
Cemetery when the prisoners 
were doing the maintenance. 

“They didn’t take anything off 
unless it was bad, bad, bad,” she 
said, 

Cox acknowledged the hard 
work that the city’s DPW 
employees do for the communi- 
ty. 

“Those guys do the best they 
can,” Cox said, 

The city plans to ‘nnpleniehe a 
“quiet period” that will call for a 
two to three week transition for 
city employees to clean ‘the 


cemetery in the future. Families 
will be informed to remove items 
from their grave sites, left there 
before the holidays, and will then 
be allowed to place new items on 
the graves once the maintenance 
work is completed. 

“We will be in and out and that 
will give families plenty of time 
to decorate the graves for the 
summer,” Thayer said. 

In addition, the city will place 
information regarding the ceme- 
tery rules and policies at the 
entrance to the cemetery and by 
the mausoleum in the cemetery. 
A notice of the clean up times 
will also be placed in the 
Crawford County Avalanche. 

Kathy Piehl, whose son Shane 
Pieh! is laid to rest in the ceme- 
tery, said she appreciates the 
steps the city is taking to inform 
families, 

“T don’t mind complying, but I 
would like to know what I have 
to comply to,” Piehl said. 

The clean-up mix up occurred 
just after Ben Chouinard, the 
new Elmwood Cemetery sexton, 
started working for the city. 

“He had no involvement in this 
at all, but he’s the one everyone 
has been firing at,” Thayer said. 

Chouinard is the successor for 
Steve Doyle, the longtime ceme- 
tery sexton and zoning adminis- 
trator for the city, who resigned 
from his position last year due to 
health issues.

Thanks to the agreement, 
Michigan’s universities will 
grant in-state tuition to active- 
duty members of the armed 
forces, their spouses and their 
dependents, if the service mem- 
ber is a Michigan resident or 
stationed in Michigan.

Alternative energy ideas fuel discussion

Ray Keith has no plans to con- 
vert his corn farm in Scottville to 
any kind of alternative energy. 

“I’m 65 years old now,” Keith 
said, “I’m getting too old to do 
that.” 

A few years ago, though, 
Midland Energy attempted to 
install wind turbines on several 
farms in the area, including 
Keith’s, to provide energy. The 
turbines were never put up 
because of county zoning regula- 
tions. 

Despite Keith’s wariness about 
switching to wind power, alterna- 
tive energy is becoming more of 
a reality in the state. 

Many residents in the state 
favor a push toward using alter-

Yet wind power, she said, 
remains a _ largely unused 
resource in Michigan, despite its 
potential.

One of the biggest hurdles fac- 
ing the state is the need to pass a 
sustainable-energy portfolio law 
and secure funding to proceed 
with renewable projects, she said. 

A sustainable-energy portfolio 
would set specific standards for 
individuals and companies 
regarding energy use.

The calendar contest was creat- 
ed by the Kirtland’s Warbler 
Festival Committee, which plans 
the annual festival hosted by 
KCC on its main campus near 
Roscommon on _ the _ third 
Saturday of May, as a way to 
engage and educate young stu- 
dents about the Kirtland’s warbler 
and Michigan’s jack pine ecosys- 
tem. 

“We had hundreds for entries 
from across northern Michigan 
and the Bahamas,” Mansfield 
said. “That included entries from 
at least 25 different schools, from 
students ranging from pre-kinder- 
garten to the eighth grade. We’re 
just thrilled to see so many stu- 
dents again take part in the con- 
test.” 


The calendar entries were 
judged by members of the KWF 
Committee and special guests on 
Friday, May 9. Selection criteria 
included artistic effort and atten- 
tion to the biology of the 
Kirtland’s warbler, its habitat and 
the region’s jack pine ecosystem. 

Eighth-grade students swept 
the top three choices this year, 
with Lawson selected as the over- 
all winner of the 2008-09 Young 
Artists Calendar contest. Jolyn 
Oldham of Windermere High 
School, located on the island of 
Eleuthera in the Bahamas, was 
selected as the first runner-up and 
will have her entry featured on 
the back cover. 

Many will recognize the artis- 
tic efforts of the second runner- 
up, Daniel Schorn of the 
T.R.U.T.H. Homeschool Group 
in West Branch, which will be 
featured on the inside cover of the 
upcoming calendar. Schorn was 
last year’s overall winner and his 
entry helped compose the front 
cover of the 2007-08 calendar. 

“It’s amazing to see the artistic 
talent of these very creative 
young people,’ Mansfield said. 
“And the Kirtland’s Warbler 
Festival committee is proud to be 
able to help display their work, as 
well as to help educate more peo- 
ple about the Kirtland’s warbler.” 

The KWF committee expanded 
the calendar for the 2007-08 edi- 
tion, increasing the number of 
winning entries displayed with 
the individual months from 18 to 


20 and increasing the number of 
the honorable mention selections 
from 30 to 60. The calendar also 
includes an informational page 
about the Kirtland’s warbler. 

“We're hoping to imiptove thé 
calendar even more with this 
year’s edition, adding to its edu- 
cational value,’ Mansfield added. 
“But, it’s the students and their 
artwork that make the Young 
Artists Calendar a very unique 
project,” 

Kirtland officials are planning 
to have the new 2008-09 calendar 
printed prior to the start of the 
upcoming school year. Students 
with winning or honorable men- 
tion entries, and the participating 
schools, will receive a number of 
calendars courtesy of the KWF 
committee. Persons wishing to 
purchase additional calendars 
may do so at the KCC Bookstore 
or by using the ordering form 
included with each calendar. 

The artwork for the 2008-09 
calendar contest will also be on 
display at the Kirtland’s Warbler 
Festival on Saturday, May 17, at 
the Kirtland House conference 
center.
